STANDARD CONDITIONS OF SALE

Definitions. In these conditions Glendining & Co., who act only as

Commission. Unless otherwise shown on this form, the commission to 
the vendor for selling is 123%, reducing to 10% on consignments of 


ee or over. For numismatic books the commission is increased to 
oO. 


Minimum Charge. A minimum charge of £15 per lot will be applied 
whether a lot is sold, unsold or withdrawn. 


Unsold lots. If the lot is unsold there will be a charge of 5% [of the last 
bid in the room], or the £15 minimum charge. Any unsold lots may be 
reoffered for sale at the Auctioneers’ discretion and without reserve, 
unless collection has been requested.

GENERAL CONDITIONS OF SALE 


General. (a) All sales made by Glendining’s, both by auction and 
private treaty, are subject to the law of the country in which the sale 
takes place. For the avoidance of doubt, all sales in England are subject 
to English law and any litigation will be dealt with through English 
courts. 

(b) Unless stated otherwise on this form, the Vendor warrants to 
Glendining’s that he posseses a marketable title free from encum- 
brances in all goods which he instructs Glendining’s to sell and is 
deemed to instruct as an individual on his own behalf. 


Catalogues. Whilst Glendining’s make every effort to ensure the

(a) Each lot as set out in the catalogue or as divided or combined with 
any other lot or lots is sold by the vendor will all faults, imperfec- 
tions and errors of descriptions. 

(b) Glendining’s do not accept responsibility for the authenticity, attri- 
bution, genuineness, origin, authorship, date, age, period, con- 
dition or quality of any lot. 

(c) All statements whether printed in the catalogue or made orally as to 
any of the matters set out in (b) above are statements of opinion 
only and are not to be taken as being or implying any warranties or 
representations of fact by Glendining’s. 


Copyright. (a) The text of all Glendining’s catalogues is subject to 

Glendining’s copyright and must not be reproduced in any form nor 

entered into a retrieval system except by Glendining’s express consent. 

(b) The Vendor authorises Glendining’s to commission and publish in 
its catalogues photographs or illustrations of his objects so far as 
Glendining’s in their absolute discretion think advisable. The cost of 
such photographs or illustrations shall (unless otherwise agreed) be 
payable by the Vendor but copyright therein shall vest in Glendin- 
ing’s whose use of such photographs or illustrations shall not be 
limited to the purposes of sale. , 

(c) Where the Vendor himself provides photographs or illustrations for 
publication in catalogues, Glendining’s use of them shall be res- 
tricted to the purposes of sale; the Vendor shall further be deemed 
(i) to warrant to Glendining’s that the use of such illustrations or 
photographs is authorised by the copyright owner (if any) thereof 


and (ii) to indemnify Glendining’s against any claim or cos 
arising from the wrongful or allegedly wrongful use by Glendining 
thereof. 


The Auction. (a) The Auctioneer has absolute discretion to divide ar

be rescinded and the purchase price of the same refunded. The Vende 
agrees to be bound by Glendining’s decision and agrees to refund ars 
amounts received by them from Glendining’s in respect of that lot. 1 
the case of any misdescription by the Vendor or where a lot is shown 1 
be a deliberate forgery Glendining’s shall not be liable to the Vended 
for any loss arising from the recission of a contract for sale. 





Default Glendining’s disclaim responsibility for default by either th 
Buyer or the Vendor because they act as auctioneers only and therefow 
do not pay out to the Vendor until payment is received from the Buye: 
Instructions given by telephone are accepted at the sender’s risk an 
must be confirmed in writing forthwith. 


Third Party Liability. Every person on Glendining’s premises at am 
time shall be deemed to be there at his own risk. He shall have no claix 
against Glendining’s in respect of any accident which may occur c 
injury, damage or loss howsoever caused, save in so far as the injury 
damage or loss shall be caused by the negligence of Glendining;

Instructions As Glendining’s are auctioneers, all goods delivered tt 
Glendining’s premises will be deemed to be delivered for sale b 
auction unless otherwise stated in writing and will be catalogued am 
sold at Glendining’s discretion and accepted by Glendining’s subject tt 
all the Sale Conditions. By delivering the goods to Glendining’s fc 
inclusion in their auction sales each Vendor acknowledges that he c 
she has accepted and agreed to be bound by all these Conditions. 


Collections and returns. Glendining’s do not themselves usuall 
undertake the collection or return of goods but will, if requested i 
writing, instruct a contractor on the Vendor’s behalf in their capacity < 
agents of the Vendor. Glendining’s disclaim all responsibility for loss c 
damage to goods or for unauthorised removal of goods and for damag 
to premises caused by the contractor who should be insured for suc 
risks. 


Loss or Damage Glendining’s disclaim all responsibility for loss ¢ 
damage to goods or for unauthorised removal of goods unless caused b 
the direct negligence of their employees or agents, in which ever 
Glendining’s liability shall be limited to the amount calculated in claus 
14(a) below. 


Storage (a) Glendining’s reserve the right charge for the storage on 
their own premises or elsewhere of goods delivered to them for sale and 
which have been withdrawn from sale by the Vendor and will make a 
minimum charge at £1 plus VAT per lot per day for such storage. This 
charge shall be made at Glendining’s discretion. 

(b) Where goods are submitted to Glendining’s otherwise than pur- 
suant to a formally documented contract for sale by auction or for 
valuation they will be stored entirely at the owner’s risk and a 
charge of £1 per lot per day plus VAT will be made to the owner.

_ Reserves

The drawings are mostly mounted with blue sugar paper mounts, and the 
separate pages are stuck (along one edge), into the album; the condition for 


the most part is very good, and many of the subjects are quite delightful in

An album of 57 drawings by, or certainly mostly by, Edme Bouchardon was 
published as ““Bouchardon and Company”, by Winslow Ames, Master Drawings, 
Vol. XIII, Winter 1975, no. 4, pp. 379—400, plates 24—43. These drawings are in a 
“private Californian collection” and discussed in context with drawings in French 
institutional and other collections; and an album of counterproofs in the Cabinet de 
Médailles of the Bibliotéque Nationale. The present album fills an important gap, 
and helps expand on Mr. Ames’s excellent account. In an interesting comment Mr. 
Ames states: “‘drawings which met with approval of the secretary of the “Petite 
Académie” seem to have been routinely mounted in blue paper for showing to the 
King”’.It is intended to publish a complete record of these drawings in a future 
edition of ““The Medal”.

Only the second known example of the Mary Queen of Scots 
and Henry Darnley Portrait Ryal, 1565 


Estimate — £20,000—25,000 


The Portrait Ryal was struck shortly after the marriage of Mary Queen of Scots (1542-1587), 
and Henry Stewart, Lord Darnley (1545-1567), at Holyrood, in 1565, although it was quickly 
withdrawn. One theory as to the brevity of its life was the fact that the obverse legend bore 
Henry’s name as king before that of Mary — a direct affront to the young queen’s superior status. 
The reverse legend extols “Whom God hath joined together, let no man put asunder” — which 
seems optimistic as Darnley was to be murdered only two years later, almost certainly with 
Mary’s blessing. 

The only other example of the Portrait Ryal resides in the British Museum, where it has been 
since purchased in 1849. The two coins share common ground in that neither can be attributed 
any sort of pedigree. Glendining’s example came completely out of the blue, whilst the British 
Museum have no record of their coin, other than its year of purchase.
